A  case  involving  a  small  independent  college  in  Perusyivania  has  brought  Title 
IX,  part  ol  Ihc  Education  Amendment  of  IW!.  back  inio  the  news  The  Supreme 
tiourt  currently  has  Ihe  case  under  review,  with  n  decision  due  within  a  couple  oJ 

Tlie  case  involves  Grove  City  (jillege,  which  in  1976,  rotusedlo  goalong  with  title 
IX.  Because  Grove  Cily  College  doesn't  receive  federal  money,  attorneys 
rcprescnUngthecollegeargueilshouldh'lhavetoeomply  with  Title  Dt. 

Allomeys  also  say  Grove  Cily  College  voluntarily  ma inl Bins  c<|ua lily  (or  women 
in  educalion. 

In  1978.  after  Grove  City  would  not  sign  forms  agreeing  to  comply  wilh  Title  K. 
Ihe  Depanmoil  of  Education  withdrew  all  federal  funds  to  Grove  Cily's  students. 
The  college  and  several  students  fded  suit,  but  lost  the  case.

If  Ihe  court  rules  In  tnvor  of  Grove  City,  in<|lvldua]  departments  thai  do  not 
rccei^'e  federal  funds  would  nal  have  In  abide  ty  Title  IX,  which  means  many 
Blhlelic  programs  Ihat  have  emerged  since  I9T2  for  women  could  be  elimlnaled. 
School  athletic  programs  mighl  be  in  jeopardy,  since  most  do  not  receive  lederoi 
support. 

IPFW  athletic  director  David  Skellon  beliei-es  no  changes  would  occur  in  IP- 
FW's  alhlelic  dcpanmenl. 

"We  would  not  drop  any  programs,  "  Skellon  said  "Our  mat's  and  women's 
programs  at  IPFlVhavegroWTi  logether." 

The  Reagan  Administration  Is  supporting  the  Grove  City  side  of  the  case.  The 
adminislraUon  says  il  does  nol  support  discrimination,  bin  wants  the  Inw  lo  be 
readas  precisely  as  possible.
